ever on the part of Lady Strathmore, ex- 
cept that he ſometimes complaining ſhe

| Strathmore anſwering, that ſhe wanted ſome 
things to take out with her that night, be 
damned her for a bitch, and told her to get 
into the cloſet, which was in the ſaid room; 
and while he was puſhing her acroſs the 
ſaid room to the ſaid cloſet, he gave her 
ſeveral violent blows with his double fiſt 
over her arms and ſhoulders, and allo kick-

or two months ago, Lady Strathmore 
gave the reſpondent s fellow-witneſs, Ann 
Dixon, two ſeveral notes of hand of fifty 

pounds each, payable in the months of 
May and December 1786, as ſome provi- 
fion for her in caſe ſhe ſhould remain out 
of place, or ſuſtain any Jots thereby on her 
ladyſhip's account (Lady Strathmore at 
that time having intimated to her the ſaid 
Ann Dixon an intention of diſcharging her 
from her ſervice) but the reſpondent, does 
not apprehend or believe that ſuch notes 
were given to the faid Ann Dixon as a 
gratuity for giving her evidence ; that ſhe 
believes Lady Strathmore is indebted to 
the ſaid Anne Dixon in ebout eleven 
guineas, and to the reſpondent's feliow- 
witneſs Suſannah Church about three gui- 
neas, as they both advanced her ladyſhip 
money at the time ſhe left Mr. Bowes ; 
but the reſpondent dces not know that 
Lady Strathmore is indebted to any other 
of the reſpondent's fellow-witnefles, except 
to Ann Parkes the amount of her wages from 
the time Lady Strathmore left Mr. Bowes, 
three guineas and an half, which the re- 
ſpondent paid her on Lady Strathmore's ac-

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To the fifth interrogatory the reſpondent 
faith, That ſhe firſt came to know and be 
acquainted with Lady Strathmore by go- 
ing and living in her ſervice in the month 
of May 1784 ; and that her lady ſhip re- 
ſided in Groſvenor-ſquare; that about 
twelve days before Lady Strathmore left 
Mr. Bowes, ſhe ſent a meſſage to the re- 
ſpondent by Ann Parkes, informing her, 
that the intended to leave Mr. Bowes' 
aforeſaid houſe, but that in caſe tlie reſpon- 
dent ſhould be diſcharged before Lady 
Strathmore could accompliſh ſuch her in- 
tention, and ſhe ſhould hear that her lady- 
ſhip was put into confinement by Mr. 
Bowes, ſhe then requeſted that the reſpon-

months afterwards to the lodgings ſhe now 
occupies in Dyer's-buildings, Holborn (the 
ſaid lodgings having been prewouſly en- 
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ged for her ladyſhip by a friend of the 
reſpondent's), that ſhe has ever ſince conti- 
nued to reſide in ſuch lodgings, except for

ſquare, 


To the fixth interrogatory the re- 
ſpondent faith, That ſhe had no acquaint- 
ance whatever with Lady Strathmore prior 
to the month of May 17843 that the re- 
ſpondent does not know Mr. Gray, but 
well knows George Walker, late fervant to 
Lady Strathmore ; that 'the reſpondent has 
lately heard mentioned in converſation, that 
Lady Strathmore was delivered of a child 
in little more than ſeven months after hec 
marriage with Mr. Bowes; and Miſs Bowes, 
her ladyſhip's elder child by Mr. Bowes, 
has told the reſpondent, that ſhe ſhould be 
a year old ſometime in the month of No- 
vember next, to the beſt of the reſpon- 
dent's recglleRion ; that the reſpondent has 


heard Mr, Gray ſuſpected of being the fa- 


ther 
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ther of ſach child, but as ſhe never heard 


the ſame mentioned further than in com- 
mon converſation, ſhe cannot form any be- 
lief of her own upon the ſobſect. 


To the ſeventh interrogatory the reſpon- 
dent ſaith, That ſhe has heard that Mr. 
Bowes has fince his marriage with Lady 
Strathmore paid to the ſaid Mr. Gray the 
ſum of twelve thouſand pounds, in conſe- 
quence of a contract of marriage ſubſiſting 
between him and Lady Strathmore at the 
time ſhe n. arried Mr. Bowes; but the re- 


ſpondent cannot form any belief as to the 
truth thereof. 


To the eighth interrogatory the reſpon- 
dent ſaith, That ſhe conſtantly reſided with 
Mr. Bowes and Lady Strathmore from the 
month of May 1784 to the zd of Febru- 
ary 1785; that the reſpondent does not 
think that the ſaid Mr, Bowes is by any 
means a domeſtic man, but on the contrary, 
a-very diflipated man ; that he was fre- 
quently out very late at night; but the re- 
ſpondent does not know whether he con- 
ſtantly ſlept at home or not; and the re- 
ſpondent has been told by the ſervants in 
the houſe, and does believe, that he often 
frequented places of public amuſement un- 
accompanied by Lady Strathmore ; that the 
| conduct 
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conduct and behaviour of the ſaid Lady 
Strathmore was upon all occaſions ſtrictly ) 
decent and proper; that the reſpondent 
never ſaw her behave in any manner unbe- 
coming, or in the leaft provoking, either 
towards Mr. Bowes or any other perſon, 
nor in any ſuch manner as to induce the 
reſpondent ever to declare other wiſe at any 
time whatever; and the reſpondent is of 
opinion, that her ladyſhip is very good- 
tempered, . 


To the ninth interrogatory the reſpon- 
dent faith, That Lady Strathmore hath not 
any great taſte in dreſs, but is by no means 
naturally ſlovenly; that the reſpondent has 
frequently heard Mr. Bowes find fault with 
her ladyſhip about her dreſs at ſuch times, 
as, in the opinion of the reſpondent, there 
was no reaſon for ſo doing, but merely as 
an excuſe to prevent her ladyſhip from go- 
ing out. 


To the tenth interrogatory the reſpon- 
dent faith, That Lady Strathmore is very 
near- ſighted, and ſhe believes ſhe once or 
twice ſet fire to her head-dreſs while ſhe 
has been reading or writing by candle-light ; 
and Mr. Bowes has ſometimes defired the 
reſpondent to take care that Lady Strath- 
more did not burn herſelf, or to that effect; 

| but 
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but that he never appeared to the reſpon- 
dent to be unhappy leſt an accident ſhould 
happen; that Mr. Bowes has often told the 
reſpondent never to leave Lady Strathmore 
by herſelf, but with what view he gave 
ſuch orders the reſpondent did not know; 
that ſhe never heard, and doth not believe 
Mr. Bowes was at any time particular, or at 
all anxious if Lady Strathmore was indiſ- 
poled ; that one day in the month of No- 
vember laſt, the ſaid Mr. Bowes appeared 
greatly agitated upon the reſpondent's tel- 
ling him that Lady Strathmore had taken 
laudanum ; but the reſpondent does verily 
believe, that ſuch appearance of agitation 
was nothing more than deception, as ſhe 
has ſince been aſſured by Lady Strathmore, 
thar Mr. Bowes was privy and conſentive to 
her taking ſuch laudanum, although her 
lite was endangered by the ſame, and was 
only prevented by giving her ladyſhip ſome 
emetic as ſoon as it was diſcovered what 
ſhe had taken. 


To the twelfth interrogatory the refpon- 
dent faith, That ſhe depoſed with much 
preciſion as to the time that the ſeveral cir- 
cumſtances of cruelty happened in the re- 
ſpondent's examination in chief; that ſhe 
has depoſed the ſame chiefly from her own 
recollection, but aſſiſted by minutes which 
were 
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were made by Lady Strathmore at the time 
ſhe was drawing inſtructions for a libel in 
this cauſe; but in making which minutes 
Lady Strathmore often referred to the re- 
ſpondent's recollection for aſſiſtance at the 
time or ſoon after the circumſtances hap- 
pened. 5 


To the thirteenth interrogatory the re- 
ſpondent having been duly admoniſhed and 
interrogated, ſaith, That ſhe did make an af- 
fidavit in the month of December 1784 in 
the matter interrogate (that ſhe does not 
know, nor does ſhe believe, that the occa- 
fion of Lady Strathmore's illneſe, while the 
reſpondent refided in the family, aroſe from 
her being debarred the fight and comfort 
of her children, but was occaſioned by Mr. 
Bowes' obliging her ladyſhip to appear ill, 
and bis forbidding her to eat for ſome days 
together, that ſhe might appear ſo; that 
when Lady Strathmore has been perfectly 
well in_ health, Mr. Bowes has ordered the 
knocker of the door to be tied up, to make 
the world believe that Lady Strathmore 
was greatly indiſpoſed for the anxiety about 
her own children ; that Mr. Bbwes' did 
every thing in his power to get them under 
his protection, but in what view the reſpon- 
dent is ignorant, although ſhe is convinced 
in her own mind, and doth verily W 

that 
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that it was not done with any motive to 
render Lady Strathmore more happy or 
comfortable; that ſhe well remembered 
Lady Anna Maria Bowes coming to Lady 
Strathmore in Groſvenor- ſquare on the 11th 
of November 1784, accompanied by Mrs. 
Carlifle, of Queent ſquare, the governeſs of 
the ſchool which Lady Anna Maria boarded 
at; that about one o'clock that day, Mr, 
Bowes ſent for the reſpondent into the 
dreſſing- toom, and deſired the reſpondent 
to go into the drawing room to Lady Anna 
Maria and Mrs. Carliſle, and to tell Lady 
Anna Maria, that Lady Strathmotre (who 
was then in her own bed- room) wanted to 
ſpeak with her; that the reſpondent de- 
livered ſuch meſſage, in canſequence of 
which, Lady Anna Maria went accord- 
ingly into the ſaid bed-room, accompanied 
by Mr. Bowes, who, in about a quarter of 
an hour; came into the ſaid bed-room, and 
as he was croſſing the dreſſing- room, where 
the reſpondent. was, ordercd her to go to 
Mrs. Carlifle in the drawing-room, he with 
a low tade of voice told the reſpondent to 
follow Mrs. Carliſle when ſhe went into 
the 'bed-raom, and to ſtay there to hear 
what paſſed;* Mrs, Carliſle in a' few mi- 
nutes came out of the drawing-room-and 
went into the ſaid bed-room, whither-the 
felpongent” almoſt immediately after fol- 
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lowed ; a long; converſation - then took 
place between Lady, Strathmore, Lady 
Anna Maria Bowes, Mrs. Carliſle, and Mr. 
Bowes (who came backwards and forwards 
into the roam} and in ſuch converſation 
Mrs. Carliſle did all in her power to per- 
ſuade Lady Anna Maria to return back 
with her, which was objected to by Lady 
Anna Maria, and alſo by Lady Strathmore, 
who. declared ſhe could not live without 
ber ſaid daughter; that Mr. Bowes ſeem- 
ed to perſuade Lady Anna Maria to return 
with Mrs. Carlifle, telling her ſhe ſhould be 
brought back ſome other time; and the 
ſaid Mr. Bowes had an appearance, during 
ſuch converlation, of behaving rather ten- 
derly to Lady Strathmore, as he told Mrs. 
Carliſle not to talk ſo loud, leſt ſhe ſhould 
make Lady Strathmore ill ; but ſhe does 
not recollect any other expreſſion made uſe 
of by Mr. Bowes; and the reſpondent 
does verily in her conſcience believe, that 
any appearance of tenderneſs in Mr. Bowes 
towards Lady Strathmore, at that, time, 
was a deception, and only intended to 
miſlead the judgment of Mrs. Carliſle as 
well as that of the reſpondent, whom ſhe 
knew Mr. Bowes wiſhed to make as prin- 
cipal evidences in the matter depending in 
chancery reſpecting the ſaid children; that 
after beiog in the ſaid bed- rom 1 5 an

till the ſeventh day of February laſt, being 
three days after Lady Strathmore had left 
Mr. Bowes' ſaid houſe; that during the whole 
time the deponent continued in Mr. Bowes 
{aid houſe, excepting the three laſt days, 
they the ſaid Mr. Bowes and the Counteſs 
of Strathmore lived and cohabited together
